ST. LOUIS, Sept. 26—Police to­ 
day called to the home of Mrs. Elmer 
H. Long, 25 years old, found the wo­ 
man and her husband shot to death. 
There were five bullet wounds in the 
woman’s body 
and 
Long was shot 
twice near the heart. Long, who was 
35, until recently was a sergeant in 
the sixth infantry, U. S. army. Neigh­ 
bors said the couple had been es­ 
tranged and Long had visited his 
w’ife on a number of occasions lately 
in an effort to effect a reconciliation. 
Raymond Zetlow’, six, son of Mrs. 
Long by a form er marriage, gave po­ 
lice the following statem ent: 
"Daddy came in and woke mamma 
up and tried to get her to make up. 
I ran to another 
room 
and heard 
shots. 
W hen I wrent back to the 
room daddy had hurt mamma and had 
fallen down too, so I ran.” 
Mrs. Long’s first husband, police 
w’ere advised, was killed while serv­ 
ing in the 
American 
expeditionary 
forces in France. 
N ear Long’s bead was found a .45- 
calibre automatic army pistol. 
In the room was a slate on which 
w’as written "Paul Coulter, Atlanta, 
Ga., Box 125,” and a letter headed 
"Dearest Paul,” and 
signed "Your 
loving little Mamma.” In the latter 
the w riter said she rather would be 
dead than living as she wras at pres­ 
ent, adding "I know’ I would never 
be happy with him any more.” 
Police stated neighbors told them 
Mrs. Long moved into the neighbor­ 
hood August I, from Jefferson Bar­ 
racks, the army post at w’hich her 
husband had been stationed while in 
service. 
Long assisted her in moving, police 
say they w*ere advised, and had vis­ 
ited her frequently. 
Letters found included one from 
Long, w ritten about two months ago, 
in which he told his wife he intend­ 
ed sending her money to move to 
Kansas City, saying he wanted her 
and "Snookums” to get out of the 
"mess your’re living in.” 
Officers at Jefferson Barracks said 
Long had served as a lieutenant in 
the world war, and had been thought 
of highly in the army. 
After the 
war he re-enlisted as a sergeant, but 
recently "bought out” and went to 
work as a motor mechanic.

26.—President 
Ebert and Chancellor 
Stresemann 
announced in a formal proclamation 
today that the German goverment 
had been compelled through bitter 
necessity to end the Ruhr battle. 
Adherence to passive resistance said 
the document, would have brought 
on the economic collapse of Ger­ 
many and consequently W’ould have 
threatened the livelihood of the Ger­ 
man people. 


Delay Political Debate 
BERLIN,

26.—Chancellor 
Stressermann made a statem ent to 
the foreign affairs committee of the 
reichstag today. No report as to the 
details of his statem ent was issued, 
but is was announced that tomor­ 
row’s sitting of the reichstag would 
be devoted to routine affairs, the pol­ 
itical debate being postponed until 
next Tuesday. 


BERLIN, 
Sept. 
26.—President 
Ebert today issued a proclamation to 
the German people saying the strug- 
ble to support the financial strain 
of holding out in the Ruhr was too 
great and must be abandoned but j 
only without the 
surrender of the i 
slightest particle of 
German terri­ 
tory. 
The proclamation, w’hich is count­ 
ersigned by all the cabinet ministers, 
says : 
"It depends upon the pow'ers which 
invade us and their allies to restore 
peace to Germany by adhering to 
this conception or, by rejecting this 
peace, to bring about all the results 
in the relations between the peoples 
which would proceed therefrom.”

The opinion of the German press 
In the Rhineland area supports the 
Berlin government’s action in calling 
off passive resistance, but warning 
is given against possible advantage 
being taken of the siutation by the 
separatist elements.

It is the first cabinet council 
in several weeks during which time 
events of great moment directly af­ 
fecting British interests have hap­ 
pened. 
The deliberations are secret 
and no official report of them is to 
be expected. 
It is taken for granted that the 
ministers will be given a full account 
by Prime Minister Baldwin of his 
much discussed conversation 
with 
Prem ier Poincare. 
It is not suppos­ 
ed, however, that the cabinet mem­ 
bers will be called upon to decide 
any important point of policy in view 
of the present uncertainty in the sit­ 
uation all round.

JEFFER SO N CITY,Mo., Sept. 26. 
—Attorney General Jesse W. B arrett 
received a call today from Attorney 
General O. S. Spillman of Nebraska 
to attend a conference to be held at 
Chicago October 15-17 for the pur­ 
pose oi investigating gasoline prices 
in the various states of the nation. 
An investigation will be made of 
the gasoline business in the United 
States to determine if there has been 
any illegal practices resorted to in 
the fixingof the price of gasoline and 
if so in what state, the attorney gen­ 
eral said. 
It was intended 
several 
months 
ago when the plans for the conference 
and investigation were first made 
that only the states in the mid-con­ 
tinent Held would be called to join 
in the matter. 
Since then the ques­ 
tion has assumed such nation-wide 
proportions however that the call 
has been sent to every state in the 
country, according to Attorney Gen­ 
eral Spillman, who will aet as chair­ 
man in the conference. 
Attorney Genera! Barrett announc­ 
ed that he would attend the confer­ 
ence.

Russians realize how almost impos­ 
sible is Russia's neutrality especially 
in the event of interference by Po­ 
land. 
They also realize w’hat a new- 
war would mean to the slow recon­ 
struction process.

ganized but what is behind it is an 
unknown quantity. 
Above all the Russians hesitate to 
risk any decision to break that peace 
which is essential to the adjustment 
of their internal problems. 
All these 
issues are being weighed in day and 
night conferences and what th e ,ulti­ 
mate decision will be is as yet un­ 
known. 
One view* expressed to the 
cot respondent is that the Germans 
will be ad\ ised not to begin an at­ 
tack but perhaps to await natural 
developments.

ARROW ROCK, Mo., Sept. 26.— 
This quaint little river town of East­ 
ern Saline county, once the social 
and commercial capital of the old 
Santa Fe Trail, is preparing for one 
of the most inspiring events in the 
more than one hundred years of its 
civic life. 
Next Thursday 
several 
hundred visitors will come here from 
all parts of Missouri to witness the 
ceremonies when the famous 
Old 
Tavern is formally turned over to 
the state, which in turn is to pass it 
on into the keeping of the Missouri 
chapter 
of 
the 
Daughters of 
the 
American Revolution. 
The Old Tavern, built in 1830 by 
Judge Joseph Huston, is one of tho 
few landmarks in the state to con­ 
nect the stirring frontier days before 
the Civil W ar with the present. The 
D. A. R. will preserve the building 
as a historical museum, and provide 
a gathering place for those interest­ 
ed in the Golden Age of Kit Carson, 
Washington Irving, George C. Bing­ 
ham, the Jacksons, the Sappingtons, 
the Marmadukes and others, once 
familiar figures in this historic old 
town. 
The Old Tavern 
was 
owned by 
Mrs. Nettie M. 
Dickson and 
Mrs. 
Annie Hickerson. 
The last legisla­ 
ture appropriated $5,000 to buy the 
famous inn. 
The money was paid a 
few* days ago. 
Governor Hyde will be 
here, ac­ 
companied by Mrs. Hyde. 
Senator 
James A. Reed has written that he 
hoped to be present; also ex-Gover- 
nor Gardner and Mrs. Gardner. 
Na­ 
tional and state officials of the D. A. 
It. will be here to attend the cere­ 
monies. 
The celebration will be in charge 
of the local chapter of the D. A. R. 
assisted by the state officers and the 
Sedalia chapter, which aided in ob­ 
taining the $5,000 appropriation bill 
by the last legislature. 
The town- 
people will serve a barbecue dinner. 
Talks will be made by Representa­ 
tive R. L. Hains of Slater, Mrs. A. 
H. Connelly of Kansas 
City, Mrs.

in the winning of the West. 
The 
town is much the 
same as 
when 
George C. Bingham, the famous art­ 
ist. painted "The Country Election” 
and other famous works, which gain­ 
ed recognition in Europe. 
The old house in which Bingham 
did some of his best paintings still is 
standing. 
On the main street is the 
macadam paving and rock curbing 
laid by slaves before the Civil War. 
The first girls’ boarding school in 
Missouri remains. 
Three governors 
—Jackson, John S. Marmaduke and 
M. M. Marmaduke are buried here; 
also four wives of governors. 
The Old Tavern is much as it was 
in the days when Kit Carson first 
met 
Washington 
Irving 
within its 
walls. Leading into the old taproom 
is the broken stone step, where a 
Darrel of whisky was dropped in sur­ 
prise when Irving was seen inside.
